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Having  lonft  desired  a  full  Imowledrfo  of  my  people  nnd  their  activities 
in  America  during  the  several  Kenerntions  since  first  they  cane,  I  have 
taken  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  search  and  learn  and  broadcast  my 
findings  to  posterity. 

The  following  items  are  taken  from  the  family  traditions,  individual 
family  records,  she  public  records  of  .littery,  and  fork  County,  Paine, 
est  Hampton  and  Grafton  county,  dev;  Hampshire,  and  the  Crave  records  of 
Heading,  Massachusetts  to  the  year  lflbO. 

"hile  none  of  the  ripokesf ields  hnve  ever  become  very  rich  or  illustrious 
we  can  nay  with  .just  pride  that  none  of  them  have  eve**  filled  a  Demon’s 
cell  and  very  few,  if  any,  a  pauper’s  r,r ave.

"he  Fpokesfield  family  was  founded  in  the  United  .‘.tates  by  three 
brothers  who  c- me  from  nrclnnd  and  settled  in  Hew  Hampshire,  where  moot 
of  their  descendants  now  reside. 

The  surname  " "pokesf i:  Id"  is  pure  1  nr;lish,  and  in  of  Suffolk  origin. 

It  i 3  not  listed  in  the  "Surnames  of  the  United  Klnrcclo m"  but  "Bowditch’s 
Suffolk  Surnames",  published  in  Boston  by  Tichnor  «?c  Fields  in  10C1  refers 
to  the  surname  " Spoke sfi eld"  on  pa r.Q  B2B  iri  a  chapter  entitled  "Hanes 
from  the  Face  of  Nature". 

"he  origin  of  the  surname  "Spokest* ield"  is  obscured  but  tradition 
gays  that  it  is  a  corruption  of  another  name  something  llko  "pokes’..  11" 
and  the  first  to  bear  the  name  whs  John,  an  orphan  boy  in  '  rwlnnd,  who 
•»s  adopted  by  an  ’-n^lish  sea  captain  and  whose  name  he  bore  until 
reaching  legal  age,  and  when  he  went  to  assume  his  rl/rhtful  name,  the 
old  sea  captain  had  forgotten  it,  but  an  old  nun  of  John’s  father,  then 
in  his  nossossi on  hore  a  partially  obliterated  inscription  which  f  ey 
were  unahle  to  fully  decipher  but  which  they  thought  •  as  possibly  ” Poke sv/ 11” 
or  Poxwell.  Tills  the  old  captain  said  was  not  exactly  it  but  something 
more  like  "Pokesfield"  or  "Sponkfield"  which  later  was  modernised  into 
"  c>pokesf  i  eld 

"The  Massachusetts  Pobiers  and  Bailors  in  the  nr  of  the  American 
Revolution  records  tlr1;  the  surnames  "Pokeswil"  " Bponlcsf ield"  and  "p.pokes- 
field"  are  one  and  the  same. 

Family  tradition  further  records  that  three  brothers,  Joseph,  John 
nnd  Mark  established  the  family  in  the  United  ’tates  They 
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came  from  the  city  of  Manchester,  in  Lancashire,  Knrtland  and  first 
nettled  nt  Portsmout h,  Jew  Hampshire,  1;  ter*  novinr  to  Littery,  Dal  no, 
to  reside,  -tare  returned  to  •  urrlnnd  to  3ivc3  n**ter  n  short  tine  in 
imericn,  Joseph  a  id  John  re  in ‘nod  permanent  residents  of  ittery  whore 
they  and  their  families  are  often  founrl  on  record.

The 
Vital  Statistics  Records  of  the  state  of  Jew  Hampshire  discloses  that 
his  son  'ill  ism  at  least  was  bom  there.

"Friends  Adventure".  Cant.  Dice,  which  was  fitted  cv.it  in  corts- 
•^outh  to  cruise  against  the  enemy.  They  at  first  were  very  successful 
and  at  one  time  brought  three  prizes  safely  into  port.  Later  however, 
their  vessel  was  captured  by  the  enemy  and  taken  to  Midland  where  the 
entire  crew  were  imprisoned  on  one  of  the  old  hulks  used  for  that  pur¬ 
pose  • 

After  3ome  throe  months  imprisonment  there  John  nnnnrod  to  escape 
and  despite  vigorous  search  avo’ded  capture,  jio  finally  nnnared  to 
secrete  himself  on  board  a  vessel  bound  for  Philadelphia  and  reached 
thot  po^t  in  safety. 

In  after  years  in  speaking  of  his  experiences  as  nn  •  n/^lish 
prisoner,  John  sni’  that  the  F.nrcliah  treated  him  most  severely  and  that 
at  times  their  prison  food  seemed  to  he  snakes  /▼round  up  and  served  about 

half  ruw.

Sarah  Morris  who  graduated  from  the  North  Dakota  State 
Teachers'  College  in  Valley  City  and  is  now  a  teacher  in  the  city  schools 
of  Bismarck,  N .  Dak.  and  several  sons  wno  are  farmers  in  that  vicinity. 

The  Dennis  Morris  family  of  Cando,  H.  D.  and  the  Misses  Anna  and 
Alice  Morris  of  Minot  ’-re  also  cousins.  Several  of  these  are  doncen- 
±  dants  of  some  of  the  earliest  pioneer  fami  lies  in  the  Sauk  Center,  Minn, 
vicinity. 

The  John  Flynn  family  of  Carle ton,  Minnesota  are  also  close  relations. 
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The  Gould  Family. 

The  Gould  family  was  founded  in  Ne w  England  by  Zaccheus  Gould,  v/ho 
is  known  in  history  as  ^accheus.Gould  of  Topsfield.  He  was  born  in 
England  about  1589  and  lived  at  Great  ’’issenden  and  Kernel  Kernpatead. 

He  was  the  eldest  of  four  sons  born  to  Richard  Gould  of  Bovingdon,  whose 
father  was  Richard  Gould,  born  about  1530,  whose  father  was  Thomas  Gould 
born  in  the  parish  of  Kernel  Hempstead,  in  the  County  Hertford,  England 
in  1455.  Many  of  their  relatives  lives  in  Buckinghamshire, 

Zaccheus  Gould  came  to  Massachusetts  in  1638  And  finally  established 
himself  at  (Ipswich)  Topsfield,  where  he  died  in  1668,  His  wife* a  name 
was  Phoebe,  She  died  at  Tonsfield  in  1663.  They  were  the  rmrents  of 
five  children— four  of  them  daughters  and  an  only  son,  Cnpt.  John  Gould 
who  was  born  on  January  10,  1635.  Capt.  Jolrn  Gould  i/as  united  in  mar¬ 
riage  with  Sarah  Baker  on  October  14,  1660  and  died  on  Jan,  86,  1709-10. 

Sarah  (Baker)  Gould  was  born  a  daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Baker 
on  March  0,  1641  and  died  in  1708-9. 

They  lived  together  in  married  life  for  nearly  fifty  years  and  were 
the  parents  of  eight  children— Sarah,  Priscilla  and  Mary,  and  John,  Thomas 
Samuel,  Zacceus  and  Joseph.  Each  of  the  sons  married  and  reared  large 
families  and  founded  the  several  pioneer  Gould  tribes  of  America, 

Capt,  John  Gould  was  a  soldier  and  an  officer  in  the  Colonial  Army 
being  for  many  years  a  Lieutenant  and  later  a  captain. 

He  took  part  in  the  llnrragunsett  Company,  enlisting  in  tho  Free 
County  Troops  under  Captain  Hutchinson  and  again  under  Captain  '/heeler 
in  the  French  and  Indian  Mars.  In  addition  to  hi3  service  in  the  Colonial 
Army  he  also  long  commanded  the  Topsfield  company  of  Militia,  He  was 
once  arrested  and  charged  with  Treason  by  Governor  Dudley,  hut  was  later 
acquitted  and  granted  freedom. 

Samuel  Gould,  third  son  of  Cnpt.  John  and  Sarah  (Baker)  Gould  was 
born  March  6,  1669-70,  married  Margaret  Stone  on  April  20,  1697  and  died 
in  1724. 

Their  only  son  was  ilubbard  Gould  who  was  born  July  0,  1720, married 
Hannah  Bootman  on  March  8,  1743  and  died  on  March  6,  1800.  Hannah 
(Bootman)  Gould,  was  a  daughter  of  Matthew  Boot  .an  of  Salem,  Mass.  She 
was  born  May  22,  1721.  Her  grandfather  was  Jeremiah  Bootman  of  Salem, 
Mass,  who  died  there  in  1693-4  at  the  age  of  62  years. 

Zaccheus  Gould,  fourth  son  of  Cnpt.  John  and  Sarah  (Baker)  Gould 
and  namesake  op  his  grandfather  Zaccheus  Gould  of  Topsfield,  was  born 
on  March  26,  1672  and  died  in  1739.  On  January  21,  1702  he  was  united 
in  marriage  with  Elizabeth  Curtice  (Curtis)  daughter  of  John  Curtice. 

She  was  born  on  December  15,  1679  and  died  June  21,  1740.  They  were 
the  parents  of  nine  children—three  sons  and  six  daughters.  Their 
daughter  Priscilla  Gould,  born  August  4,  1^07  married  Samuel  Smith  of 
Topsfield  on  May  27,  1734.  ,nheir  son  Asnhel  Smith,  born  March  7,  1744, 
married  Mary  Duty  of  'Vtndham,  N.  H.  on  Feb.  12,  1767  and  moved  to  Tun¬ 
bridge,  Vermont  to  reside  in  1790.  Their  son  Joseph  Smith,  born  June 
12,  1771  married  a  daughter  of  Soloinan  Mack  of  Sharon,  Vermont  and  died 
in  Nauveo,  Illinois  in  1840. 

Joseph  and  (  ?  Mack)  Smith  were  tho  parents  of  Joseph  Smith,  the 

Mormon  Prophet  and  founder  of  the  Church  of  Latter  Day  Saints,  who  was 
born  at  Sharon,  Vermont  on  Dec.  26,  1805,  lived  at  Palmyra  and  Man¬ 
chester,  New  York  and  at  Nauvoo,  Illinois.  He  was  assasinatod  at 
Carthage,  Illinois  on  June  27,  1844  and  was  succeeded  as  the  Mormon 
Church  head  by  Brigham  Young. 
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One  bonnet  bill  on  Faster  Morn  has  been  sufficient  for  nont  of  us 
however. 


Jay  Gould,  the  millionare  was  not  related  to  "acoheus  Gould  of 
Topsfield  or  his  descendants.  • 

Asa  Oould ,  son  of  Hubbard  and  Hannah  (Bootmnn)  Gouln,  was  born 
August  26,  1752,  ile  lived  in  Brookfield  and  Fast  Bethel,  Vermont  and 
at  Colden,  Frio  County,  New  York,  where  he  died  Copt.  11,  1849, 

He  served  in  the  War  of  the  American  Revolution  in  Colonel  Murray's 
Regiment  f^on  Homoshire  county,  Massachusetts  .  He  was  severely  wounded 
in  battle  and  with  chronic  rheumAtisra  contracted  in  army  camps  was  badly 
crippled  and  lame  in  later  life, 

Asa  Oould  married  first,  Jerusha  Derth  who  bore  him  four  children, 
F^ra,  vlmer,  Asa  and  Hannah,  and  died, 

Asa  Gould  married  for  his  second  wife  Lois  Owen  in  1794. 

Lois  (Owen)  Could  was  born  on  March  51,  1^70  and  died  on  November 


2,  1847. 

Their  children  were  John  Derth,  who  married  Hannah  Buffum,  Mary  March, 
vho  married,  first  Joseph  Mayo  and  second,  ’’ado  Clark,  Jerusha  who  y/gs 
drowned  in  the  hlte  River  in  1815,  Philena,  who  married  Seril  Pierce, 

Asa  who  married  1st,  Hally  Hmith  and  2nd  Phoebe  Mood,  Cornelius  hrrnes 
Could  who  married  Nancy  Miranda  Folsom,  Sylvanus  Owen  Could,  for  many 
years  a  successful  lawyer  and  prominent  editor  in  Buffalo,  New  York  who 
married  Marietta  Bacon  and  Jerusha  M.  who  married  David  French, 

Cornel iu3  Barnes  Could  was  born  in  Bethel,  Windsor  county,  Vermont 
on  October  4,  1809,  son  of  Asa  and  Lois  (Owen)  Guild .  Fhen  lie  was  a 
child  his  parents  moved  to  Boston,  trie  county,  New  fork  where  ho  grew 
to  manhood.  He  early  learned  the  trade  of  blacksmith  which  he  followed 
as  a  business  all  through  the  active  years  of  his  life  time.  Working 
at  his  trade  he  forced  by  hand  the  model  parts  for  John  F.  Appleby's  grain 
reaper,  wien  Appleby  was  getting  out  his  patents  right  model.  Appleby's 
reapder  is  said  to  have  been  invented  ahead  of  that  of  Cyrus  McCormick 
but  through  some  dispute  over  infringement  and  with  extensive  litigation 
the  honor  was  denied  him.  This  occured  before  the  Civil  '7nr. 

Carnelius  Barnes  Could  also  assisted  George  Fstey  is  some  mechanical 

ways  in  setting  out  his  patents  right  model  for  his  Fstey  organ. 

C.  B.  Could  was  united  in  marriage  with  Nancy  Miranda  Folsom  on 
June  8,  1853 ,  Rev.  A.  Folsom,  performing  their  wedding  ceremony.  They

The  Folsom  (Folsham  Family) 

John  Folsham  (?ol3o:n)  was  baptised  at  Ilinghnm,  England,  1m  1615  and 
married  on  October  4,  1636  Mary  Clark,  oldest  child  of  Edward  and  Mary 
(Clark)  Gilman.  They  came  to  New  England  in  1638.  lie  died  at  Exeter, 

N.  H.  Dec.  27,  1601.  He  first  settled  at  Hinghara,  Mass.,  and  finally 
moved  to  Exeter,  N.  H,  about  1655. 

John  Folsora,  son  of  John  and  Mary  Folsom  was  born  in  1640  and  married 
Abigail,  daughter  of  Abraham  Perkins  of  Hampton.  Ho  died  in  1715. 

Abraham  Folsom,  son  of  John  and  Abigail  (Ferkins)  Folsom  born  in 
1678,  married  in  1703  Anna,  daughter  of  Aquilla  Chase  of  Newbury.  He 
lied  in  T7xeter  in  Dec.  1740  leaving  a  widow  Elizabeth  and  four  children. 

Daniel  Folsom,  son  of  Abraham  and  Anna  (Chase)  Folsom  was  born  in 
1704  and  died  in  1756.  His  wife  was  a  folsom,  probably  a  daughter  of 
Nathaniel  Folsom.  In  1749  he  sold  his  property  in  Exeter  and  moved  to 
Epping,  N.  N.  His  second  wife  was  ITuldn  Kastman  whom  he  married  on  Aug. 
17,  1742. 

Daniel,  son  of  Daniel  and  the  Folsom  woman  was  born  on  August  27, 

1739  and  married  Mary,  daughter  of  John  Moody  of  Kingston  in  1764.  He 
lived  at  Gilraonton,  N.  II.  and  later  in  Grafton  removing  to  Tunbridge, 
Vermont.  He  died  March  2,  1817, 

Rev.  Jeremiah  Fol3om  was  a  son  of  Daniel  and  Mary  (Moody)  Folsom 
and  was  born  at  Gilraanton  in  1771.  lie  married  Abigail  Bean,  daughter 
of  John  Bean  on  Nov.  16,  1793. 

They  moved  from  Tunbridge,  Vermont,  in  February  1816  to  Boston, 

Erie  county,  N.  Y.  where  he  died  in  Jure  1824.  He  was  the  firfet  Freewill 
Baptist  preacher  to  be  ordained  in  Hew  York  State.  He  also  lived  at 
Middleburg,  N.  Y,  for  a  time.  Their  children  were:  Elija,  Jeremiah, 

John  Bean,  Daniel,  Abraham,  Truman,  Mary,  (Mrs.  Nathaniel  Jenkins) 

Abigail  (Mrs.  Joseph  Ball)  and  Nancy  Miranda  who  married  Cornelius 
Barnes  Gould. 

John  Bean  come  from  Scotland  in  1660  and  settled  at  Exeter,  N,  II.

"irho  are  Cousins?" 


A  "cousin”  is  one  collaterally  related  by  descent  from  a  common 
Ancestor,  but  not  a  brother  or  sister.
